It ts obvious, however, the admission of 
foreign, cr even of Chinese, owned steamers on 
the Inland waterways’ will necessitate reform of 
the Gsealadministration, The customs taxation 
of avast Empire cannot be suddenly assaimilated 
to that of highly organised European countries 
which «scarcely: equal Chinese provinces 
in area. Taxation tollected at the port of eniry 
would, under such a system, be either excessive 
in {ts first Incidence of Inadequate to the financtal 
requirements of the great areas In question, 
‘There mut be transit dueg as well as Import 
dues, But it should nog be imposible to 
tegulasise the incldence and systematlse the 
veollection of these ‘dues. It: would-seem prac’ 
ticable to effect that purpose by extending the 
Imperial Maritime Costoms Service which 
might, the Committee concelve, be made a 
valuable nucleus of reform not only for the 
Inland Customs but for the whole financial 
aystem of the Emplre. Oppostiton weald, of 
Courae, be offered to such reform, by the army of 
‘officials who now consider the revenue thelr’ 
:Mataral preserve; bu! that opposition must be 
faced, and overcome, tf any reform at all is to 
effected, The interests of the Central Gover. 
ment would be conciliated by the fact that 
almpliGcation and porlfication would result in a 
great augmentation of revenue, without violently 
altering the Ines on which that revenue has 
been collecte*, The kernel ct the whole 
-difficulty—the evi! which Wes at the root of 
offictal corruption and administrative Incapacity 
wie the lnadequacy of the nominal salaries 
attacking to every Governmental post; and here 
again the Imperial Maritime Customs Service 
Offers anexample of efficiency resulting from 
reform, ‘ toe ; ne ae 

These concassions imply, {t will be seen, no 
encroachment on the authority of the sovereign or 

.the autonomy of the Empire, while they provide 
& means of Introducing the foreign element with- 
out which reform and progress appear, from past 
experience, to be hopeless, Stress isrightly latdon’ 
the importance of centralisation ; but If reform 
of the public service does not accompany 
measures for the centralisstion of finance, there 
fs danger that diversion ofrevenue to Peking will. 
be followed by {ncreased lecal ¢axation, Tt has 
been surmised that interference with old: sources 
of provinclal revenue, involved ‘in the operation 
‘Ofthe Imperlat Markine Customs, may have 
“been in some. degree responsible for the local 
taxes. which are a source of frequent complaint 5 
and any further actlon on the sume Ines might 
tend to augment that evil, 

The Committee are consclous that the political 
situation may be momentarily tnfavourable for 
the advocacy of large measures of reform, They 
are consclous also that {¢ differs, io Important 
respects, from previous occasions on. which 
Her Majesty's Government has been in a 
position to.press changes upon the Imperial 
Authority. They concelve, however, that 
Chinese: statesmen may, In the near: fature,

NAVAL COURT OF ENQUIRY. 
Shaoghal, Angust zoth, 1895. 

A Naval Court. of Enquiry, evled at the. 
request of Mesars, Butterfield and Swire, was 
he:d at “H.IM's. Supreme Court to-day te 
Investigate the clreunstances connected with the 
loss of ‘the C. N. Co's. steamship Soochow, 
which was wrecked In the neighbourhood of the 
of the N.E, P-omoatory on the rath Inst. 

Tho Court,was constituted as follows :—

Consu! (Président); Lleut. Edmund F. Talbot, 
RN, H.MS, Daphne; George C, Henning, 
R.N.R,, Master.

7 Cep‘ain White, Marine Superintendent of the 
C. N. Co, watched the proceedings. 

The first whiness called was Captain Jobo 
Richaed Cooke, wha stated:—] was master of 
the Soochow, of which I had commanded for 20 
mouths, I have been ia :command as master 
on the China cozst for about ro years, On the 
last voyage I atarted from Chinklang with a 
cargo of wheat and tice.’ We left ChinkIng on 
the gth inst. ‘The vessel: had four boats. She 
was provided with steam steering and hand gear 
and had the patent taffrall log, Wo also had a 
patent soanding machine, but it had been out of 
order since the trip before. The vessel bad five, 
Compasses, one standard, one steerlag, on the 
upper bridge, and one tn the wheel house, and 
(wo {n reserve. They were all in very good 
order. On the lest trip down south, about a 

‘fortnight age, we adjusted them. The deviation 
was corrected then, We compared ths standard ' 
with the steering compass every time wa altered 
the course, We did not comparethem since tha 
course was altered for the last time, We bad 
anfficient charts and salling directions on board, 
We have lost the chart by which we were 
navigating when the ship was lost. When we 
left Chinklang our draft was 18 ft. 2 In, forward 
andirift. ainaft, Wehad a fall cargo, about 

7,00 plew We had.36.0f a'crewand 17'men 
in the compradore's staff, We had no passengers. 
Six of the crew. were Europeans, wu 

By Lieut. Talbot :-.The officer on watch was 
tesponsible, under me, for (he course-steered. 

By the Prealdent :—We: left Chinklang at 
1pm. Everything went right with us till we 


Wecontinued on. that course wll we struck. 
Shortly before striking wa took sound|ngs’and'

-arrived at: the-Red-Booy—the—following—day- 
between rra.m. and noon. We there discharged 
the pilot, At 8.50 p.m, the Shawelshan light. 
was dipping. The course then. was altered ‘to 
N. 5 E.and at-noon the following day the 
latitude was 34 dep. 10 and the longiitute 122 
deg. 49, All went well then till 145 a.m.on the 
rath, when fogs set {n, and we bad to reduce the 
engines to half-speed. Going at fall-speed the 
vessel would make about ro knots, At 2,10 a.m, 
we stopped and sounded and found 20 fathoms. 
‘We then altered the course to E, and at 3440 
a.m. we sounded again and got 23 fathoms, The 
fog then was getting alittle lighter, s0 F altered 
the course to-N, 45 E. At 4 am, it was perfectly 
‘clear, so the ‘course was altered toN. At 4.50 
a.m. the fog again came down, so! put the 
engines at half-speed again, having been going 
at full-sceed for so. minutes,. At “Gd a.m..
